TWO 


MATERIALS:  23  (24  :  25)  oz.  Lister 
Can-Can;  two  each  Nos.  5  and  6  knitting 
needles;  7  buttons. 

Measurements:  To  fit  a  34^36  :  38)  in. 
bust;  length,  24  ins.;  sleeve,  17|  ins. 
Tension:  10  sts.  to  3  ins. 

Abbreviations:  See  below  left. 

BACK:  With  No.  6  needles  cast  on  64 
(68  :  72)  sts.  Work  12  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib. 
Change  to  No.  5  needles  and  patt.  thus: 
Work  3  rows  st.st.,  beg.  k.  4th  row. — (P.  1, 
k.  through  centre  of  st.  on  row  below  next 
st.,  slipping  st.  above  off  needle  at  same  time 
— referred  to  as  “k.  1  b.”)  to  end.  Work  3 
rows  st.st.,  beg.  k.  8th  row. — (K.  1  b.,  p.  1) 
to  end.  These  8  rows  form  patt.  Continue 
in  patt.  until  work  measures  16£  ins.  *. 
Armhole  Shaping:  Cast  off  2  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  2  rows.  Dec.  1  st.  each  end  of  next 
6  rows.  48  (52  :  56)  sts.  Continue  until 
work  measures  24  ins. 

Shoulder  Shaping:  Cast  off  7  (8  :  9)  sts.  at 
beg.  of  next  4  rows.  Cast  off. 

RIGHT  FRONT:  With  No.  6  needles 
cast  on  32  (34  :  36)  sts.  Work  as  back  to  *, 
ending  k. 

Armhole  Shaping:  Cast  off  2  sts.  at  beg. 
of  next  row.  Dec.  1  st.  at  armhole  on  next 
6  rows.  24  (26  :  28)  sts.  Continue  until 
work  measures  21 ins.,  ending  at  front. 
Neck  Shaping:  Cast  off  2  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  row.  Dec.  1  st.  at  neck  edge  on  next 
8  rows.  Work  6  rows  more. 

Shoulder  Shaping:  Cast  off  7  (8:9)  sts. 
at  beg.  of  next  and  following  alternate  row. 

LEFT  FRONT:  As  right,  reversing 
shapings. 

SLEEVES:  With  No.  6  needles  cast  on 
28  (28  :  28)  sts.  Work  12  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1 
rib.  Change  to  No.  5  needles  and  patt.  as 
back,  inc.  1  st.  each  end  of  every  6th  row 
until  there  are  52  (52  :  52)  sts.  Continue 
until  work  measures  17 £  ins.  To  shape  top 
cast  off  2  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  2  rows.  Dec.  1  st. 
at  beg.  of  every  row  until  30  sts.  remain. 
Dec.  1  st.  each  end  of  next  8  rows.  Cast  off. 

FRONT  BANDS:  With  No.  6  needles 
cast  on  8  sts.  Work  2  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib. 
Next  row. — (make  buttonhole)  Rib  3, 
cast  off  2,  rib  3.  Next  row. — Rib  3,  cast  on 
2,  rib  3.  Continue  in  rib,  making  6  more 
buttonholes  as  before,  3J  ins.  apart  (measure 
from  base  of  previous  buttonhole).  Rib  2 
rows  more.  Cast  off.  Work  left  front  band 
to  same  length,  omitting  buttonholes. 

COLLAR:  With  No.  5  needles  cast  on  52 
(52  :  52)  sts.  Work  4£  ins.  in  patt.,  ending 
with  a  p.  row.  Break  yarn.  With  No.  6 
needles  cast  on  16  sts.,  k.  across  52  sts.  then 
cast  on  16  sts.  (84  sts.).  Work  4  rows  in 
k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  Cast  off  loosely  ribwise. 

MAKING  UP:  Do  not  press.  Join 
shoulder,  side  and  sleeve  seams.  Set  in 
sleeves.  Sew  on  front  bands.  Sew  rib 
extensions  to  each  side  of  collar.  Sew  collar 
around  neck,  beg.  and  ending  at  centre  of 
front  bands.  Sew  buttons  to  left  front  band.

Measurements:  To  fit  a  34  (36  :  38)  in, 
bust;  length,  24 1  (25  :  251)  ins,;  sleeve, 
161  ins. 

Tension:  21  sts.  and  26  rows  to  4  ins. 
Abbreviations:  See  page  two. 

BACK  AND  FRONT  ALIKE:  With 
No.  8  needles  cast  on  93  (99  :  105)  sts.  Work 
6  rows  in  p.  1,  k.  1  rib,  beg.  2nd  row  k.  1, 
Change  to  No.  5  needles  and  patt.  1st  row. 
— K.  2nd  row. — K.  1,  p.  1,  (k.  through 
centre  of  st.  on  row  below  next  st.,  slipping 
st.  above  off  needle  at  same  time — referred 
to  as  k.  1  b.,  p.  1)  to  last  st.,  k.  1.  Rep. 
last  2  rows  twice.  7th  row. — P.  1,  (k.  1,  p.  1) 
to  end.  8th  row. — K.  1,  (p.  1,  k,  1)  to  end. 
Rep.  last  2  rows  once.  Rep.  1st  and  2nd 
rows.  Rep.  7th  and  8th  rows  twice.  These 
16  rows  form  the  patt.  Rep.  them  until  work 
measures  16  ins.,  ending  with  12th  patt.  row. 
Raglan  Shaping:  Cast  off  6  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  2  rows.  3rd  row. — P.  1,  k.  1,  p.  1,  k,  3 
tog.,  patt.  to  last  6  sts.,  si.  1,  k.  2  tog.,  p.s.s.o., 
p.  1,  k.  1,  p.  1.  Next  3  rows. — Rib  3,  patt. 
to  last  3  sts.,  rib  3,  Rep,  last  4  rows  until  29 
(31  :  33)  sts.  remain.  Work  3  rows.  Cast  off. 

SLEEVES:  With  No.  8  needles  cast  on 
43  sts.  Work  2£  ins.  in  p.  1,  k.  1  rib,  beg.  2nd 
rowk.  1.  Change  to  No.  5  needles.  Work  in 
patt.  as  back,  inc.  1  st.  at  each  end  of  every 
6th  (5th  :  5th)  row  until  there  are  71  (75  :  79) 
sts.  Continue  until  work  measures  1 6£  ins., 
ending  with  12th  patt.  row.  Shape  raglan  as 
back  until  11  sts.  remain.  Work  3  rows. 
Next  row. — Rib  3,  k.  2  tog.,  k.  1,  si.  1,  k.  1, 
p.s.s.o.,  rib  3.  Work  3  rows.  Cast  off. 

COLLAR  (2)  :  With  No,  5  needles  cast  on 
71  (73  :  75)  sts.  1st  row. — P.  1,  k.  1,  p.  1,  k, 
to  last  3  sts.,  p.  1,  k.  1,  p.  1.  2nd  row: — K.  1, 
p.  1,  k.  1,  (p.  1,  k.  1  b.)  to  last  4  sts.,  p.  1,  k.  1, 
p.  1,  k.  1.  Continue  in  patt.  as  back  with 
3  sts.  in  rib  at  each  end  for  4  more  rows.  7th 
row, — -Rib  3,  k.  3  tog.,  patt.  to  last  6  sts., 
st.  1,  k.  2  tog.,  p.s.s.o.,  rib  3.  Patt.  5  rows 
with  rib  3  at  each  end.  Rep.  last  6  rows  until 
51  (53  :  55)  sts.  remain.  Work  7  rows  in 
patt.  without  shaping.  Rib  10  rows.  Cast  off. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work  very  lightly. 


Back  and  front  are  alike;  collar 
is  worked  in  two  pieces 


Join  raglan  shapings.  Join  side  and  sleeve 
seams.  Join  side  seams  of  collar.  Sew  cast-off 
edge  of  collar  to  neck  edge.  Cut  30  strands  of 
wool  5  ins.  long.  Take  2  strands  and  with  the 
crochet  hook  knot  them  through  the  12th  k. 
rib  from  left  side  of  seam  on  front  of  collar. 
Rep.  in  every  2nd  row  along  same  k.  rib  14 
times.  Trim  ends  of  fringe.  Sew  button  to 
collar  as  shown.  Press  all  seams  lightly.

MATERIALS:  Lister  Lavcnda  Double 
Knitting:  18  (19  :  20)  oz.  each  of  black  and 
white ;  two  each  Nos.  7  and  5  knitting  needles. 
Measurements:  To  fit  a  36  (38  :  40)  in. 
bust;  length,  26  (26  J  :  27 J)  ins.,  sleeve, 
19£  ins. 

Tension:  7  sts.  and  10  rows  to  2  ins. 
Abbreviations:  See  page  two. 

BACK:  With  No.  7  needles  and  2  strands 
of  B.  cast  on  74  (78  :  82)  sts.  Work  4  rows 
in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  With  2  strands  of  W.  k.  1 
row  then  rib  3  rows.  With  2  strands  of  B. 
k.  1  row  then  rib  3  rows.  Change  to  No.  5 
needles  *.  With  one  strand  each  of  B.  and 
W.  work  in  st.st.  until  work  measures  16  ins., 
ending  p. 

Raglan  Shaping:  Cast  off  2  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  2  rows.  Dec.  1  st.  at  beg.  of  every  row 
until  22  (22  :  22)  sts.  remain.  Cast  off. 

FRONT:  As  back  until  32  (32  :  32)  sts. 
remain. 

Neck  Shaping:  Next  row. — K.  2  tog.,  k.  8, 
FOUR 


cast  off  12,  k.  10.  Work  on  last  sts.,  dec.  1  st. 
at  beg.  of  every  row  until  all  sts.  are  worked 
off.  Join  wool  to  inner  edge  of  remaining 
sts.  and  work  other  side  of  neck  to  match. 

SLEEVES:  With  No.  7  needles  and  2 
strands  of  B.  cast  on  32  (34:  36)  sts.  Work 
as  back  to  *.  With  one  strand  of  B.  and  one 
strand  of  W.  work  in  st.st.,  inc.  1  st.  each  end 
of  every  5th  row  until  there  are  60  (64  :  68) 
sts.  Continue  until  work  measures  19£  ins. 
Shape  raglan  as  back  until  8  (8:8)  sts. 
remain.  Cast  off. 

NECKBAND:  Join  both  front  and  right 
back  raglan  seams.  With  No.  7  needles  and 
2  strands  of  B.  pick  up  and  k.  80  sts.  around 
neck  edge.  Work  3  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib. 
With  2  strands  of  W.  k.  1  row  then  rib  1  row. 
With  2  strands  of  B.  k.  1  row  then  rib  1  row. 
Cast  off  loosely  ribwise. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work  on  wrong  side. 
Join  left  back  raglan  and  neckband  seam. 
Join  side  and  sleeve  seams.  Press  all  seams.

Sweater,  saddle-shouldered

MATERIALS:  21  (23  :  25)  oz.  Patons 
Totem  Double  Knitting;  two  each  Nos.  10 
and  8  knitting  needles. 

Measurements:  To  fit  a  38  (40  :  42)  in. 
chest;  length,  26  (274  :  29)  ins.;  sleeve,  19 
(20  :  20)  ins. 

Tension:  6  sts.  and  8  rows  to  1  in. 
Abbreviations:  See  page  two. 

BACK;  With  No.  10  needles  cast  on  125 
(131  :  137)  sts.  and  work  3  ins.  in  k.  1,  p.  1 
rib,  beg.  2nd  row  p.  1.  Change  to  No.  8 
needles  and  patt.  1st  row. — (K.  5,  si.  1  purl- 
wise)  to  last  5  sts.,  k.  5.  2nd  row. — P. 
These  2  rows  form  patt.  Continue  in  patt. 
until  work  measures  164  (174  :  184)  ins. 
Armhole  Shaping:  Cast  off  3  sts.  at  beg. 
of  next  2  rows.  Dec.  1  st.  at  each  end  of  next 

9  (10  :  11)  rows.  101  (105  :  109)  sts.  Con¬ 
tinue  in  patt.  until  work  measures  244 
(25|  :  274)  ins.  * 

Shoulder  Shaping:  Cast  off  6  sts.  at  beg. 
of  next  8  rows.  Cast  off  6  (7  :  8)  sts.  at  beg,  of 
next  2  rows.  41  (43  :  45)  sts.  Leave  sts.  on 
spare  needle. 

FRONT:  Work  as  back  to  *. 

Shoulder  and  Neck  Shaping:  Next  row. 

— K.  38  (39  :  40),  cast  off  25  (27  :  29),  k.  38 
(39  :  40).  Work  on  last  sts.,  casting  off 
6  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  and  following  3  alternate 
rows,  at  same  time  dec.  1  st.  at  neck  edge  on 
next  8  rows.  6  (7  :  8)  sts.  Cast  off.  Work 
other  side  of  neck  to  match. 

SLEEVES:  With  No.  10  needles  cast  on 
59  (65  :  71)  sts,  and  work  3  ins.  in  k.  1,  p.  1 
rib,  beg.  2nd  row  p.  1.  Change  to  No.  8 
needles  and  work  in  patt.  as  back,  inc.  1  st. 
at  each  end  of  every  6th  row  until  there  are 
99  (105  :  111)  sts.  Continue  until  work 
measures  19  (20  :  20)  ins.  To  shape  top  cast 
off  3  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  2  rows.  Dec.  1  st.  at 
beg.  of  every  row  until  75  (79  ;  83)  sts. 
remain.  Dec.  1  st.  each  end  of  every  row 
until  21  sts.  remain.  Work  4  (4  :  44)  ins. 
on  these  sts.  Leave  sts.  on  spare  needle. 

NECKBAND:  Join  sleeve  extensions  to 
back  and  front,  omitting  left  back.  With  No. 

10  needles  k.  across  left  sleeve  sts.,  pick 
up  and  k.  37  (39  :  41)  sts.  along  front  neck, 
k,  across  right  sleeve  and  back  sts.  120 
(124  :  128)  sts.  Work  20  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1 
rib.  Cast  off  loosely  ribwise. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work  lightly,  omit¬ 
ting  ribbing.  Join  left  back  shoulder  to  sleeve 
extension.  Set  in  rest  of  sleeves.  Join  side 
and  sleeve  seams.  Fold  neck  band  in  half  to 
wrong  side  and  sew  down.  Press  all  seams.

MATERIALS:  Patons  Bracken  Tweed 
Double  Knitting:  7  (8  :  9)  oz.  for  skirt,  13 
(14  :  15)  oz.  for  jacket;  two  each  Nos.  7  and 
9  knitting  needles;  crochet  hook;  |  yd. 
elastic,  £-in.  wide  for  skirt;  5  buttons  and  a 
press-stud  for  jacket. 

Measurements:  To  fit  a  26  (28  :  30)  in. 
chest;  length  of  skirt,  13  (14  :  15)  ins.  (or 
length  required);  length  of  jacket,  16  (17  : 
18)  ins.;  sleeve,  12  (13  :  14)  ins. 

Tension:  9  sts.,  13  rows  to  2  ins.  over  st.st. 
Abbreviations:  See  page  two. 

skirt 

TO  MAKE:  With  No.  7  needles  cast  on 
243  (261  :  279)  sts.  1st  row. — (K.  5,  p.  4) 
to  end.  2nd  row. — (K.  4,  p.  5)  to  end. 
These  2  rows  form  rib  patt.  Continue  in 
patt.  until  work  measures  5  (6:7)  ins., 
ending  with  a  2nd  row.  (Adjust  length  here 
if  required).  Next  row. — (K.  5,  p.  1,  p.  2 
tog.,  p.  1)  to  end.  216  (232  :  248)  sts. 
Next  row. — (K.  3,  p.  5)  to  end.  Rib  thus 
for  2£  ins.,  ending  with  a  wrong  side  row. 
Next  row. — (K.  5,  p.  1,  p.  2  tog.)  to  end. 
189  (203  :  217)  sts.  Next  row. — (K.  2, 
p.  5)  to  end.  Rib  thus  for  2}  ins.,  ending 
with  a  wrong  side  row.  Next  row. — (K.  5, 
p.  2  tog.)  to  end.  162  (174  :  186)  sts.  Next 
row. — (K.  1,  p.  5)  to  end.  Rib  thus  until 
work  measures  12  (13  :  14)  ins.  from  beg. 
Change  to  No.  9  needles.  Work  1  in.  in 
k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  Cast  off  ribwise. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  lightly.  Join  side 
seam.  Cut  elastic  to  fit  waist.  Join  in  a  ring 
and  herringbone  to  inside  of  skirt  waist.

BACK:  With  No.  9  needles  cast  on  64 
(68  :  72)  sts.  Work  4  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib. 
Change  to  No.  7  needles.  Continue  in  st.st. 
until  work  measures  9£  (10  :  10£)  ins. 
Raglan  Shaping:  Cast  off  3  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  2  rows.  Dec.  1  st.  at  beg.  of  every  row 
until  18  (18  :  18)  sts.  remain.  Cast  off. 

POCKET  LININGS:  (2).  With  No.  7 
needles  cast  on  18  (20  :  22)  sts.  Work  3  ins. 
in  st.st.,  ending  p.  Leave  sts. 

RIGHT  FRONT:  With  No.  9  needles 
cast  on  32  (34  :  36)  sts.  Work  4  rows  in  k.  1, 
p.  1  rib.  Change  to  No.  7  needles.  Con¬ 
tinue  in  st.st.  until  work  measures  3£  ins., 
ending  p.  Pocket  opening  row. — K.  7,

Skirt  is  made  in  one  piece.  Scarf 
is  sewn  to  neck  of  jacket 


si.  next  18  (20  :  22)  sts.  on  to  a  st.  holder, 
k.  18  (20  :  22)  sts.  from  one  pocket  lining,

Raglan  Shaping:  Cast  off  3  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  row.

MATERIALS:  8  (9  :  10)  oz.  Patons 
Double  Quick  Knitting;  two  each  Nos.  7 
and  9  knitting  needles. 

Measurements:  To  fit  a  22  (24  :  26)  in. 
chest;  length,  14£  (15£  :  164)  ins.;  sleeve, 
10£  (12  :  13£)  ins. 

Tension:  16  sts.  to  3  ins. 

Abbreviations:  See  page  two. 

BACK  AND  FRONT  ALIKE:  With 
No.  9  needles  cast  on  66  (70  :  74)  sts.  Work 
2  ins.  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  Change  to  No.  7 
needles  and  patt.  1st  row. — K.  2,  (p.  2, 
k.  2)  to  end.  2nd  row. — K.  1,  (p.  2,  k.  2)  to 
last  st.,  p.  1.  These  2  rows  form  the  patt. 
Continue  in  patt.  until  work  measures  14 
(15  :  16)  ins.,  ending  on  right  side.  Next 
row. — Patt.  5  (6  :  4),  inc.  in  next  st.,  *  patt. 
6  (6  :  7),  inc.  in  next  st. ;  rep.  from  *  7  times, 
patt.  4  (7  :  5).  75  (79  :  83)  sts.  Next  row. — 
K.  1,  (p.  1,  k.  1)  to  end.  Next  row. — P.  1, 
(k.  1,  p.  1)  to  end.  Rep.  last  2  rows  once. 
Shoulder  Shaping:  Continuing  in  rib,  cast 
off  3  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  10  rows.  Cast  off 
loosely,  ribwise. 

SLEEVES:  With  No.  9  needles  cast  on 
34  (34  :  38)  sts.  Work  2  ins.  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib. 
Change  to  No.  7  needles.  Work  in  patt.  as 
back,  inc.  1  st.  at  each  end  of  every  6th  row 
until  there  are  50  (56  :  62)  sts.  Continue 
until  sleeve  measures  10J  (12  :  13£)  ins. 
Cast  off  loosely . 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work  lightly.  Join 
shoulders.  Set  centre  of  sleeve  top  to 
shoulder  seams,  then  sew  sleeve  tops  to  sides 
of  sweater.  Join  side  and  sleeve  seams. 


Straight  armhole  edges  give 
dropped  shoulder  effect 


until  there  are  50  (54  :  58)  sts.  Continue 
until  work  measures  12  (13  :  14)  ins.  Shape 
raglan  as  back  until  4  (4:4)  sts.  remain. 
Cast  off. 

FRONT  BANDS:  With  No.  9  needles 
cast  on  8  sts.  Work  2  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib. 
Next  row. — (make  buttonhole)  Rib  3,  cast 
off  2,  rib  3.  Next  row. — Rib  3,  cast  on  2, 
rib  3.  Continue  in  rib,  making  4  more 
buttonholes  3  (3J  :  34)  ins.  apart  (measure 
from  base  of  previous  buttonhole).  Rib  2 
rows  more.  Cast  off.  Work  left  band  to 
same  length,  omitting  buttonholes. 

POCKET  TOPS:  With  No.  9  needles 
work  4  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib  on  18  (20  :  22) 


sts.  on  st.  holder.  Cast  off  loosely  ribwise. 

SCARF:  With  No.  9  needles  cast  on  27 
sts.  1st  row. — K.  2,  (p.  1,  k.  1)  to  last  st., 
k.  1.  2nd  row. — K.  1,  (p.  1,  k.  1)  to  end. 
Rep.  last  2  rows  for  36  ins.  Cast  off  ribwise. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work.  Join  raglan, 
side  and  sleeve  seams.  Sew  on  front  bands. 
Sew  down  pocket  linings  and  pocket  tops. 
Sew  side  edge  of  scarf  to  neck,  beg.  and 
ending  at  centre  of  front  bands  and  leaving 
11  £  ins.  free  at  each  end.

“tw.  2,”  p.  2,  (k.  4  t.b.l.,  p.  2,  tw.  2,  p.  2)  to 
end.  2nd  row. — K.  2,  p.  2,  k.  2,  (p.  4  t.b.l., 
k.  2,  p.  2,  k.  2)  to  end.  Rep.  last  2  rows  once. 
5th  row. — P.  2,  tw.  2,  p.  2,  (place  next  2  sts. 
on  cable  needle  and  leave  at  front  of  work, 
k.  2,  then  k.  2  from  cable  needle,  p.  2,  tw.  2,

6  rows  form  patt.  Continue  in  patt.  until 
work  measures  18  ins.  from  beg.

To  shape  top 
cast  off  3  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  2  rows,  then  dec. 
1  st.  at  beg.  of  every  row  until  48  sts.  remain. 
Cast  off  6  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  6  rows.  Cast  off. 

NECKBAND:  Join  right  shoulder.  With 
No.  6  needles  and  right  side  facing  pick  up 
and  k.

3 
tog.,  k.  to  last  7  sts.,  si.  1,  k.  2  tog.,  p.s.s.o., 
p.  1,  k.  3.  Next  row. — P.  3,  k.  1,  p.  to  last 
4  sts.,  k.  1,  p.  3.  Next  row. — K.  3,  p.  1,  k. 
to  last  4  sts.,  p.  1,  k.  3.  Next  row. — P.  3, 
k.  1,  p.  to  last  4  sts.,  k.  1,  p.  3.  Rep.  last 
4  rows  until  34  (36  :  38  :  40)  sts.  remain. 
Work  3  rows.  Cast  off. 

FRONT:  As  back  until  58  (60  :  62  :  64) 
sts.  remain. 

Neck  Shaping:  Next  row. — Work  24,  cast 
off  10  (12  :  14  :  16),  work  24.  Continue  on 
last  set  of  sts.,  dec.  1  st.  at  neck  edge  of  every

COLLAR:  With  No.  9  needles  cast  on 
3  sts.  1st  row. — K.  and  p.  in  1st  st.,  k.  1, 
p.  1.  2nd  row. — P.  and  k.  in  1st  st.,  p.  1,  k.  1, 
p.  1.  3rd  row. — P.  and  k.  in  1st  st.,  (p.  1, 
k.  1)  twice.  Continue  in  rib,  inc.  at  beg.  of 
every  row  until  there  are  31  sts.  Next  row. — 
Inc.,  rib  to  last  2  sts.,  k.  2  tog.  Rib  1  row. 
Rep.  last  2  rows  until  work  measures  24 
(24£  :  25  :  25£)  ins.  along  longer  edge. 
Work  1  row,  then  dec.  1  st.  at  end  of  every 
row  until  3  sts.  remain.

10  rows.  77  (83  :  89)  sts.  Continue  until 
work  measures  18  ins.  Now  inc.  1  st.  each 
end  of  next  and  every  6th  row  until  there 
are  83  (89  :  95)  sts.  Continue  until  work 
measures  23  ins. 

Shoulder  Shaping:  Cast  off  9  (10  :  11) 
sts.  at  beg.  of  next  6  rows.  Leave  remaining 
29  sts.  on  spare  needle. 

POCKET  LININGS:  (2)  Cast  on  25  sts. 
Work  4  ins.  k.  1,  p.  1  rib,  beg.  2nd  row  p.  1.

p.  1.  Next  row. — Rib  3,  cast  off  2,  rib  to 
end.  Next  row. — Rib  to  last  3  sts.,  cast  on 
2,  rib  3.

Dec.  1  st.  at 
beg.  of  every  row  until  31  (33  :  35)  sts.  re¬ 
main.  Now  dec.  1  st.  each  end  of  every  row 
until  17  (19  :  21)  sts.  remain.  Cast  off. 

COLLAR:  Join  shoulders.  Rib  sts.  of 
right  front,  back  and  left  front.

— K.  2,  (p.  2,  k.  2)  to  end.  3rd  row. — P.  2, 
(k.  2  tog.,  p.  2)  to  end.  4th  row. — K.  2, 
(k.  twice  in  next  st.,  k.  2)  to  end.  These 
4  rows  form  patt.  Continue  in  patt.  until 
work  measures  16J  ins. 

Armhole  Shaping:  Dec.  1  st.  each  end  of 
next  4  rows.  Continue  until  work  measures 
24£  ins. 

Shoulder  Shaping:  Cast  off  8  (9  :  10)  sts. 
at  beg.  of  next  4  rows.  Cast  off. 

FRONT:  As  back  until  work  measures 
16J  ins.,  ending  with  a  1st  patt.  row. 

Neck  and  Armhole  Shaping:  Next  row. — 
Patt.  26  (28  :  30),  cast  off  6,  patt.  to  end. 
Work  on  last  set  of  sts.,  dec.  1  st.  at  armhole 
edge  on  next  4  rows  and  dec.  1  st.  at  neck 
edge  on  every  5th  row  until  16  (18  :  20)  sts. 
remain.  Continue  until  work  measures 
24J  ins.,  ending  at  armhole  edge.

8th  row  until  there  are  54  (54  :  54)  sts. 
Continue  until  work  measures  16  ins.  To 
shape  top  dec.  1  st.  each  end  of  next  4  rows, 
then  dec.  1  st.  at  beg.  of  every  row  until 
24  sts.  remain.  Dec.  1  st.  each  end  of  next 
4  rows.  Cast  off. 

COLLAR:  With  No.  6  needles  cast  on 
111  sts.  Work  12  rows  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib,  beg. 
2nd  row  p.  1.  Continue  in  rib,  dec.  1  st.

Cast  off  loosely,  ribwise.

4th 
row, — As  3rd.  These  4  rows  form  patt.

Raglan  Shaping:  Cast  off  4  sts.  at  beg.  of 
next  row.  Patt.  1  row.  Next  row. — K.  3, 
si.

Patt.  to  last  4  sts.,  p,  4,  Rep.  last  2  rows 
until  14  (16  :  16)  sts.  remain. 

Neck  Shaping:  Shaping  raglan  as  before 
cast  off  4  (6  :  6)  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  row,  then 
dec.  1  st.  at  neck  edge  on  every  alternate  row 
until  5  sts.  remain.  Now  dec.  1  st.  at  neck 
edge  only  on  every  row  until  all  sts.  are 
worked  off.

(7  :  9),  *  cast  off  2,  k.  10  (11  :  12);  rep. 
from  *  4  times,  cast  off  2,  k.  5  (6  :  7).  Next 
row. — Inc.,  p.  4  (5  :  6),  *  cast  on  2,  p.  10 
(11  :  12);  rep.  from  *  4  times,  cast  on  2,  p.  5 
(7  :  9).  Work  4  rows  st.st.,  inc.  1  st.  at  beg. 
of  2nd  and  4th  rows.  Now  work  6  rows  st.st., 
dec.  1  st.  at  beg.  of  2nd,  4th  and  6th  rows. 
Rep.  1st  buttonhole  row.  Next  row, — Dec., 
p.  3  (4  :  6),  *  cast  on  2,  p.  10  (11  :  12);  rep. 
from  *  4  times,  cast  on  2,  p.  5  (7  :  9).  Work 

4  rows  st.st.,  dec.  1  st.  at  beg.  of  2nd  and  4th 
rows.

2  tog., 
cross  2,  k.  1.  Next  row.' — P.  1,  cross  2,  p. 
to  last  3  sts.,  cross  2,  p.  1.  Rep.  last  2  rows 
until  24  (26  :  28)  sts.  remain.  Cast  off. 

RIGHT  FRONT:  Cast  on  40  (44  :  46) 
sts.  Work  1  row  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  Rep.  patt. 
row  of  back  twice.  Next  row. — (Make 
buttonhole.)  Patt.  2,  cast  off  2,  patt.  to  end. 
Next  row. — Patt.  to  last  2  sts.,  cast  on  2, 
patt.  2.  Rep.  patt.  row  8  times.  Rep.  the  2 
buttonhole  rows.  Work  2  more  rows  in  patt. 
Next  row. — Patt.  6  and  place  on  a  safety- 
pin,  k.  to  end.  Continue  in  st.st.  until  work 
measures  7£  (8  :  8£)  ins.,  ending  at  side. 
Raglan  and  Front  Shaping:  Cast  off  3 
sts.  at  beg.  of  next  row.  Next  row,- — K.  to 
last  5  sts.,  k.  2  tog.,  cross  2,  k.  1.  Next  row. 
— P.  1,  cross  2,  p.  to  end.  Rep.  these  2  rows 
6  (6  :  8)  times.  Next  row. — K.  1,  si.  1,  k.  1, 
p.s.s.o.,  k.  to  last  5  sts.,  k.  2  tog.,  cross  2, 
k.  1.  Work  1  row.  Rep.  last  2  rows  8 
(10  :  10)  times.  Dec.  1  st.  at  front  edge  of 
next  5  rows.  Fasten  off. 

LEFT  FRONT:  Cast  on  40  (44  :  46)  sts. 
Work  1  row  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  Rep.  patt.  row 
of  back  16  times.  Next  row. — K.  to  last  6 
sts.,  si.  these  6  sts.  on  to  a  safety-pin.  Now 
complete  to  match  right  front,  reversing 
shapings  and  working  si,  1,  k.  1,  p.s.s.o.  for 
k,  2  tog.  and  vice  versa. 

SLEEVES:  Cast  on  40  (42  :  44)  sts. 
Work  1  row  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  Rep.  patt.  row 
of  back  16  times.  Continue  in  st.st.,  beg.  k., 
inc.  1  st.  at  each  end  of  every  6th  row  until 
there  are  52  (56  :  60)  sts.  Continue  until 


work  measures  8  (9£  :  11)  ins.,  ending  p. 
To  shape  top  work  as  back  raglan  shaping 
until  8  (8  :  8)  sts.  remain.  Cast  off  knitwise. 

FRONT  BANDS:  SI.  sts.  of  right  from 
band  on  to  needle,  join  on  wool  and  continue 
in  patt.,  making  4  more  buttonholes  as  before, 
11  (If  :  2)  ins.  apart  (measure  from  base  of 
previous  buttonhole).  Continue  until  band 
will  fit  up  front  edge,  across  sleeve  top  and 
to  centre  back  neck.  Cast  off.  Work  left 
band  to  match,  omitting  buttonholes. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work.  Join  raglan 
shapings.  Join  side  and  sleeve  seams.  Sew 
on  front  bands,  joining  short  ends  at  centre 
back  neck.  Sew  on  buttons.  If  desired 
embroider  each  front  of  cardigan  as  shown. 
Work  each  flower  in  straight  stitches  with 
white  wool.  Embroider  centre  of  flowers  in 
satin  stitch  with  yellow.  Link  flowers  with 
stalks  in  green  stem  stitch.  Press  all  seams.

P.  3rd  row. — P.  2,  *  k.  into  back  of  2nd  st. 
on  left  hand  needle  but  do  not  si.  st.  off 
needle,  k.  1st  st.  and  si.  both  sts.  off  needle 
tog.,  p.  2;  rep.  from  *  to  end.  4th  row. — 
K.  2,  (p.  2,  k.  2)  to  end.  5th  row. — P.  2, 
(k.  2,  p.  2)  to  end.  6th  row. — K.  2,  *  p.  into 
front  of  2nd  st.  on  left  hand  needle  but  do  not 
si.  st.  off  needle,  p.  1st  st.  and  si.  both  sts.

(Make  buttonhole.)  K.  3,  cast  off  2,  k.  to 
end.

k.  3.  K.  2  rows.  Change  to  No.  1 1  needles.

Measurements:  To  fit  a  30  (32  :  34)  in. 
chest  or  bust;  length,  20  (22  £  :  25)  ins. 
sleeve,  12£  (14£  :  16£)  ins. 

Tension:  6  sts.  and  8  rows  to  1  in. 
Abbreviations:  See  page  two. 

BACK  AND  FRONT  ALIKE:  With 
M.  cast  on  98  (104  :  110)  sts.  Work  8  rows 
in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib.  With  W.  k.  1  row,  rib  3 
rows.  With  M.  k.  1  row,  rib  7  rows  *.  Now 
work  in  st.st.  in  stripe  patt.  thus:  8  rows  L., 
4  W.,  8  L.,  8  D.,  4  W.,  8  D.,  8  M.,  4  W., 
8  M.  These  60  rows  form  stripe  patt.  Work 
20  (36  :  52)  rows  more  in  stripe  patt. 
Raglan  Shaping:  Still  working  in  stripe 
patt.,  cast  off  3  sts.  at  beg.  of  next  2  rows 
then  dec.  1  st.  at  beg.  of  every  row  until  34 
(36  :  38)  sts.  remain.  Leave  sts.  on  a  spare 
needle. 

SLEEVES:  With  M.  cast  on  46  (48  :  50) 
sts.  Work  as  back  to  *.  Now  work  in  st.st. 
in  stripe  patt.  as  back,  inc.  1  st.  each  end  of 
every  4th  row  until  there  are  78  (84  :  90) 
sts.  Work  16  (24  :  32)  rows  straight.  Shape 
raglan  as  back  until  14  (16  :  18)  sts.  remain. 
Leave  sts. 

NECKBAND:  Join  both  front  and  right 
back  raglan  seams.  With  W.  k.  sts.  from  left 


Stocking  stitch  stripes  are  in  varied 
widths;  sleeves  are  raglan 


sleeve  then  from  front,  right  sleeve  and  back. 
96  (104  :  112)  sts.  Work  3  ins.  in  k.  1,  p.  1 
rib.  Cast  off  loosely,  ribwise. 

MAKING  UP:  Press  work.  Join  left  back 
raglan  and  neckband  seam.  Join  side  and 
sleeve  seams.  Fold  neckband  in  half  to  wrong 
side  and  stitch  down  loosely.

k.  2  rows.  3rd  row. — Cast  on  4,  k.  to  last 
2  sts.,  turn.  4th  and  alternate  rows. — K. 
5th  row. — Cast  on  4,  k.  to  last  5  sts.,  turn. 
7th  row. — Cast  on  4,  k.  to  last  9  sts.,  turn. 
8th  row. — K.  *  K.  2  rows.  Next  row. — K. 
to  last  2  sts.,  turn.  K.  1  row.  Next  row. — 
K.  to  last  5  sts.,  turn.  K.  1  row.  Next  row. 
— K.  to  last  9  sts.,  turn.  K.  1  row.  Rep.  last 
8  rows  from  *  until  work  measures  3  ins. 
(along  straight  edge).  Continue  to  shape 
work  as  before,  also  dec.  1  st.  (2  sts.  within 
edge)  at  front  edge  of  next  and  every  alternate 


row  until  32  sts.  remain.  Continue  as  before 
but  inc.  1  st.  (2  sts.  within  edge)  on  follow¬ 
ing  1 1  alternate  rows  (43  sts.).  Now  dec.  1  st. 
(2  sts.  within  edge)  at  front  edge  of  following 
11  alternate  rows  (32  sts.).  Now  inc.  1  st. 
(2  sts.  within  edge)  at  front  edge  of  every 
alternate  row  until  there  are  54  sts.  Con¬ 
tinue  without  further  shaping  at  front  for 
3  ins.,  ending  at  front.  Cast  off  4  sts.  at  beg.

— Join 
inner  leg  and  gusset  seams.  Join  side  seams. 
Sew  strap  to  centre  back.  Sew  buttons  to 
ends  of  strap.  Cut  elastic  in  two  and  sew  one 
piece  to  bottom  of  each  leg.  Cap. — Join 
back  seam.  Turn  up  and  sew  down  £  in. 
hem  at  lower  back  edge.  Make  a  twisted  cord 
and  thread  through  hem.

120  :  126)  sts.  Continue  until  work  measures

Borders  are  in  three-colour  stripes;

Work¬ 
ing  in  k.  1,  p.  1  rib  and  inc.  1  st.  each  end  of 
every  alternate  row,  work  3  rows  D.,  2  rows 
M.C.,  5  rows  L.,  2  rows  M.C.  and  3  rows  D. 
Cast  off  ribwise  with  D. 

FRONT  AND  COLLAR  BANDS:  Join 
shoulder  seams.  Sew  cast-on  edge  of  collar 
around  neck.
